Accordingly the goods and services to be 
procured under tb s credit can be imported from 
Japan and all countries enumerated in the list at An-

I(ii) Import Licence (s) under the credit can be 
issued only for such items and for such value as have 
been specifically cleared by the DGTDlCG Com¬ 
mittee. The value of import licence (s) issued under 
this credit should not exceed —5,000 million (CIF). 

The rupee value of the imporL licence shall be de¬ 
termined with reference to the exchange rate notified 
by the Department of Revenue (Customs) and pre¬ 
vailing on the date ol issue of the import licence and

I(vii) No remittance of foreign exchange w ill be 
permitted against the import licence. Any payment 
towards Indian Agent’s commission should be made 
m Indian rupees to the agents in India. Such pay- 
ments however, will form part of the licence value 
and will, therefore be charged to the licence. 


I(vm) Firm order must be placed on C&F basis 
on the Overseas Supplier located in the countries 
mentioned in Annexure -I and sent to the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) within 4 
mon hs from the date of issue of the import licence. 
Insurance charges will be payable in India in Indian 
rupees. Firm orders” means purchase orders placed

The rupee equivalents of Yen payments on uc- 
count of interest charges etc., made by Embassy of 
India, Tokyo to B.O.I., Tokyo will also be calculated 
in the manner laid down in para VI(i) of Section VI 
above and deposited in favour of the principal Ac¬ 
counts Officer, Min stry of External Affairs, New 
Delhi, for which purpose, CAA&A will be issuing 
suitable advices. 

Section VII—M'scellancous provisions 

VIII (i) Reports on the utilisation of the import 
licence 

The importer should send a monthly report, after 
the letter of crcd t has been opened regarding ship¬ 
ments and the payments made thereagainst and about 
the balance left, to the Couroller of Aid Accounts 
and Audit. Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry 
of Finance, UCO Bank Building, Parliament Street, 
New Delhi. 

VIII (ii) Notifying Suppliers of Special Conditions 

The licencee should apprise the supplier of any 
special provisions in the import licence which may 
affect the suppliers in carrying out the transaction.

ANNEXURE II 

Main Guidelines for Procurement of Goods and 
Services under the Project Loan as Formulated bv 
O-E.C.F. 

I. Advertising 

For all contracts subject to Formal Open Inter¬ 
national Tendering, invitations to bid shall be advertised 
in atleast one newspaper of general circulation in India. 

IT. Bidding Documents and Contracts 

n-1. Bid Bonds or Guarantees 

Bid Bonds or bidding guarantees are a usual require¬ 
ment but thev should not be set so high as to discouraee 
suitable bidders'. Bid bonds or guarantees should be 
released* to unsuccessful bidders as *oon as possible 
after the bids have been opened. 

II-2. Conditions of Contract 

The conditions of contract should clearlv define the 
rights and obligations of the importer and the contractor 
or suppler, and the powers and authority of the en¬ 
gineer, if one is employed by the importer, in the 
administration of the contract and any variations 
thereunder. In addition to the customary general con¬ 
ditions of contract, some of which are referred to ill 
these Guidelines special conditions appropriate to the 
nature and location of the project should be included. 

TT-3. Type and Size of Contract 

Contraets can be let on the bash of unit nrices for 
work performed nr items sirnplied or of a lump sum 
p r i C f or combination of both for different portions 


of the contract, according to the nature of the goods 
or services to be piovideid and the bidding documents 
should clearly state the type of contract selected. 

Contracts based principally on the reimbursement 
of actual costs are not acceptable by the Fund except 
in exceptional circumstances. 

Single contracts for engineering, equipment and 
construction to be provided by the same party (“Turn¬ 
key Contracts”) are acceptable if they offer technical 
and economic advantages for the borrower country. 

IT-4. Eligible suppliers 

Exporters or suppliers whose goods and services are 
to be financed but of the proceeds of the Loan (here¬ 
inafter referred to as “the eligible supplier”) shall be 
nationals' of the eligible source countries satisfying the 
following conditions. 

(1) a majority of subscribed shares shall be held 
by nationals of the’ eligible source countries. 

(2) a majority of full-time directors shall be 
nationals of the eligible source countries and 

(3) such juridical ‘persons’ shall be registered in 
the eligible source countries. 

III-l. Contract Price 

(a) The contract price should be stated in Japanese 
Yen provided, however, that the portion of the contract 
price which the contractor will spend in the borrower’s 
country should be stated in the borrower’s currency. 

(b) Price Adjustment Clauses.—Bidding documents 
should contain a clear statement whether firm prices 
are required or escalation of the bid prices is acceptable. 

A provision should be made for adjustment in the 
contract prices in the event changes occur in the prices 
of the major cost constituents of the contract, such as 
labour and important materials. 

The specific formula for price adjustments should 
be clearly defined in the bidding documents. 

A ceifing on price adjustment should’ be included 
in contracts for the supply of goods, but it is not usual 
to include such a ceiling in contracts for civil works. 
No price adjustments should normally be provided 
for goods to be delivered within one year. 

The Guidelines do not attempt to identify the various 
methods by which contact price* may be adjusted. 

(c) Insurance.—The bidding documents should s<ate 
precisely the types of insurance to be provided by the 
successful bidder. 

IIT-2. The contract duly signed by both parties or 
purchase order by the Tndian importer placed on the 
overseas supplier supported.by order confirmation in 
writing bv the overseas’ supolier, or their photo copies 
are also acceptable to the Fund. 

TIT-3. The following statement of eligibilitv hv the 
supplier shall be added to each contract. ’ 

“T (We) hereby state tha 1 my (our) company is an 
eligible supplier, as-per cent ( %) 
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of the shares are held by nationals of- 

(eligible source country) and -per cent 

( %) of the directors are nationals- 

(eligible source country) and my (our) company has 

been registered in ----- (eligible source 

country) 

IV-1. Standards 

If nationals standard t 0 which equipment or materials 
must comply are cited, ihc speciucations should state 
that commodities meeting Japan Industrial Standard or 
other internationally accepted standards, winch ensure 
an equal or higher quality than the standards 
mentioned, will also be accepted. 

1V-2. Use of Brand Names 

Specifications should be based' on performance capa¬ 
bility and should only prescribed brand names, cata¬ 
logue numbers, or products of specific manufacturer if 
specific spare parts are required or it has been 
determined that a degree of standardization is necLs- 
sary to maintain certain essential features. Ln the latter 
case the specifications should permit offers of alterna¬ 
tive commodities which have similar characteristics 
and provide performance and quality at least equal to 
those specified. 

IV-3. Guarantees, Performance Bonds and Retention 

Money 

Bidding documents for civil works should require 
some form of surety to guarantee that the work will 
be continued until it is completed. This surety can be 
provided either by a bank guarantee or by a perfor¬ 
mance bond, the amount of which will vary with the 
type and magnitude of the work, but should be suffi¬ 
cient to protect the borrower in case of default by the 
contractor. Its life should extend sufficiently beyond 
completion of the contract to cover a reasonable war¬ 
ranty period. The amount of the guarantee or bond 
required should be defined in the bidding documents. 

In contracts' for the supply of goods it is usually 
preferable to have a percent age of the total payment 
held as retention money to guarantee performance than 
to have a bank guarantee or bond. The percentage of 
the total payment to be held as retention money and 
the conditions for its ultimate payment should be stipu¬ 
lated in the bidding documents. If, however, a bank 
guarantee or bond is preferred it should be for a 
nominal amount. 

V. Liquidated Damage 

Liquidated damage clauses should be included in 
bidding documents when delays in completion or deli¬ 
very will result in extra cost, loss of revenues or loss 
of other benefits to the borrower. Provision may also 
be made for a bonus to be paid to contractors for 
completion of civil works contracts at or ahead of times 
specified in the contract when such earlier completion 
would be of benefit to the borrower. 

VI. Force Majeure 

The conditions of the Contract included in file bid¬ 
ding documents should contain clauses, when appro¬ 
priate, stipulating that a failure on the part of the 
parties to perform their obligations under the Contract 


shall not be considered a default under the Contract 
if such failure is the result of an event ot force manure 
(to be defined in the conditions of the Contract). 

VII. Settlement of Disputes 

Provision dealing with the settlement of disputes 
should be included in the conditions ot the Contract. 
It is desirable that the provisions shou,d be based on 
“Rules of Conciliation and Arbitration" which have 
been prepared by the International Chamber of Com¬ 
merce or on such other arrangements as may be 
mutually acceptable to the Indian Importer and the 
overseas supplier. 

VIII. Language Interpretation 

Bidding documents should be prepared in English. 
If other language should' be used in the bidding uocu- 
ments, English should be added to such documents 
and it is required to specify which is governing. 

IX. Bid Opening, Evaluation and Award of Contract 

IX-1. Time Interval between Invitation and Submission 
of Bids 

The time allowed for preparation of bid's wiil depend 
to a large extent upon the magnitude and complexity 
of the contract. Generally not less than 30 days should 
be allowed for international bidding. The time allowed, 
however, should be governed by the circumstances re¬ 
lating to each contract. 

IX-2. Bid Opening Procedures 

The date, hour and place for the latest receipt of 
bids and for the bid opening should be announced 
in the invitations to bid and all bids should be opened 
publicity at the stipulated time. Bids received after 
this time should' be returned unopened. The name of 
the bidder and the total amount of each bid and of 
any alternative bids, if they have been requested or 
permitted, should be read aloud and recorded. 

IX-3. Clarifications or Alternation of Bids 

No bidder should be permitted to alter his bid after 
the bids have been opened'. Only clarifications not 
changing the substance of the bid may be accepted. 
The importer may ask any bidder for a clarification of 
his bid but should not ask any bidder to change the 
substance or the price of his bid. 

IX-4. Procedures to be confidential 

Except as may be required by law, no information 
relating to the examination, clarification and' evaluation 
of bids and recommendations concerning award shou.d 
be communicated after the public opening of bids to 
any persons not officially concerned with these pro¬ 
cedures' until the award of a contract to the successiul 
bidder is announced. 

IX-5. Examination of Bid’s 

Following the opening, it should be ascertained 
whether material errors in computation have been made 
in the bids, whether the bids are fully responsive to 
the bidding documents, whether the required sureties 
have been provided, whether documents have been 
properly signed and whether the bids are otherwise 
generally in order. If a bid does not substantially con-

form to the specifications, or contains inadmissible re- 
scrvatiujob, or is not ouieiyvise suostanuaiiy responsive 
to the biduing documents, it should be rejected. A 
tectuncal analysis snout'd then be made to evaluate each 
responsive bid and' to enable bids to be compared. 

IX-6. Post-qualification of Bidders 

In the absence of prequalifications, the borrower 
should determine wftemer the bidder whose bid has 
been evaluated tfie lowest has the capability and finan¬ 
cial resources effectively to carry out the contract 
concerned, if the bidder does not meet that test, nis 
bid should be rejected. 

IX-7. Evaluation and Comparison of Bids 

Bid evaluation must be consistent with the terms 
and conditions set torch m tne binding documents. In 
auuiuoti to tne bid price, adjusted to correct arithmeti¬ 
cal errors other factors such as the time of completion 
or construction or the eHiciency and compatibility of 
ihe equ.pmeuf, the availaoiuty of service and spare 
parts, and tne refiaonity of construction methods pro¬ 
posed' should be taken into consideration. To the extent 
pracucabte these factors shoufd be expressed m mone¬ 
tary terms according to criteria specified in the bidding 
documents, the amount of escalation tor price adjust¬ 
ments, if any, included in the bids should not be taken 
into consideration. 

The currency or currencies in which the price offered 
in eacn nid would be paid by the borrower 4 that bid 
were accepted should be valued in terms of a single 
currency selected by the borrower for comparison of 
a.l bios and stated in the bidding documents. The 
rates of exchange to be used in such valuation should 
be the selling rates published by an official source, 
and applicable to similar transactions on the day bids 
are opened unless there should be a change in the 
value of currencies betore the award is made. In such 
cases the exchange rates at the time of the decision to 
notify the award to the successful bidder should be 
used. 

IX-8. Rejection of Bids 

Bidding documents usually provide that borrowers 
may reject all bids. However, all bids should not be 
rejected and new bids invited on the same specifications 
solely for the purpose of obtaining lower prices in the 
new bids, except in cases where the lowest evaluated 
bid exceeds the costs estimates by a substantial 
amount. Rejection of all bids may also be justified 
when fa) bids are not responsive to the intent of the 
bidding documents, or (b) there is a lack of compe¬ 
tition. If all bids are rejected, the borrower should 
review the cause or causes justifying the rejection and 
ei her consider revision of the specifications or modi- 
fica'icns in the project (or amounts of work on items 
cal’ed for in the original invitation to bids), or both. 
In social circumstances, after consultation wi'h the 
Fund, the borrower may negotiate with one or two of 
the lowest bidders to try to obtain a satisfactory 
contract. 

IX-9. Award of Contract 

The Award of a contract should be made to the 
bidder whose bid has been determined to be the lowest 


evaluated bid and who meets the appropriate standards 
of capability and financial resources. Such bidder 
should not be required, as a condition of award, to 
undertake responsibilities on commodities not stipulated 
in the specifications or to modify his bid.
